Claims 1 - 48 relate to a hand tool with cooling arrangement. These claims are novel when compared with the 
documents Dl - D2 because none of these documents teaches all the essential features of the invention, in 
particular, the feature that the fluid inlet and outlet ports are connectable to supply and extraction conduits and 
the fluid is supplied to the fluid inlet from an external fluid source. 



Therefore the invention defined in claims 1 - 48 is novel and is considered to involve an inventive step.
